They Object to Being Compelled la H«- 
in .ii. in the lufected District— The Sur- 
geon General Issues a Statement to the. 
I'n I > I i . — Yellow Fever New*. 

Jacksonville, Fla. , Sopt.8 . — The people 
bere are very much excited over Surgeon 
General Hamilton's order not to pats Jack- 
sonville refugees beyoud Wuycrosa Con- 
demnatory resolutions have been passed and 
sent to tbe Florida representatives in con- 
gress, and they were urged to take the ease 
before the president at once. 

There are hundreds of tfomo'i and chil- 
dren still here, and these are offered homes 
and asylums in the mountains of Ooorgia; 
yet this man assumes to say that they shall 
not go. But this order has ereuteJ such a 
furor that probably some modifloatioo. of it 
will Ik- made at once. It is p eiitivel) known 
that at leswt lift are still under treatment. 

The surgeon general has telegraph-d that 
he will allow refugees to have sptfotal train* 
destined for definite points la North Cur- 
oliua, provided they give tho;r parole not to 
go to the seaboard or quaranti utd towns 
within ten days after departure from Jack- 
sonville. 

There were twenty-three new eases of yel 
loy fever Friday and four deaths. The total 
number of cases to data is -11, deaths 30. 

Ill' Surgeon General's Statement. 

WaMUOTOM, Sept. it .— Surgeon-('ennral 
Hamilton has issuad the followi ng suite- 
I ment: 

i "To the PuMI. : 

I •'Certain criticism mainly based on mis- 
Information concerning the present sanitary 
regulations have appeared iu the daily press, 
and as these criticisms have n tendency to 
weaken the hands of the officers engaged in 
the prevention of the spread of yellow fever, 
and to induce laxity in the maintenance of 
quarantine and thereby greatly increase the 
danger to the whole country, I have thought 
it expedient to make a general statement of 
tha condition of affairs. 

"The United States government, acting 
through its Marine hospital, is engaged iu 
helping the people of Florida, not iu in- 
juring them, and in particular the stricken 
;ity of Jacksonville, has biMi treated with a 
kindly consideration suited to the calamity 
which DM befallen it They were permitted 
to go anywhere they desired so long as the 
disease was confined to circumscribed areas 
in the city, but when the city l<eeaine gen 
erally infected then the necessity of placing 
certain restrictions upon the movements of 
out-going persons was apparent, and in re- 
stricting promiscuous travel from Jackson 
rille the bureau Ls lookiug to the security of 
the country. 

"The dreadful record of the ravages of 
yellow fever iu the towns along the railroad 
lir.es leading .lit ->f New Orleans in 
where there were over thirteen thousand per- 
sons affected with yellow fever, of whom 
nearly seven thousand died, is too fresh in 
memory to risk its repetition along the At- 
lantic sea board. The extension of tbe dis- 
MM to Memphis in lsTS, where nearly three 
thousand persons died of, the yellow fever 
might have been prevented, ha 1 there been 
any authority to restrict travel by prop.tr 
quarantine. 

"It may be a fearful alternative to com- 
pel ptr t OB I from Jacksonville to remain 
within a camp of refugees for a period Of 
ten days before being allowed to go at w ill. 
hut that alternative Is humatiL- in oonipiri 
.on with the results which would follow the 
admission of the contagion Into all the sea- 
borts ntnl southern cities, each of which in a 
short time would itself become a new center 
'jf infection. The government has not at 
any time established a strict cordon sani- 
taire about the city of Jacksonville, but has 
opened a cutnp of refugees in a high, healthy 
locality and furnishes free rations to those 
detained. 

"It has also been authorized at a large ex- 
pens© the building of t-vo hundred pine cab- 
Ins to shelter those poor who are driven out 
of infected localities, and it is willing to pro- 
vide for the further relief of Jacksonville, by 
furnishing transportation by special excur- 
sion trains to any definite point that is safe 
and ha, o]'«ued its doors, but there are few 
places willing to receive large numbers of 
refugees, while it is probably true that the 
body of a healthy person does not carry the 
contagion, his clothes do carry it and bag 
gage packtd in an infected house is danger 
ous In the extrema 

"Fumigation stations have been estab- 
lished at proper points, and all baggage will 
be fumigated which come* from any infected 
city. I do not think, therefore, that there 
ls any reasonable ground of complaint. 

"John B. Hamilton." 

Governor Perry baa telegraphed from Tal- 
lahassee to the surgeon general of the Ma- 
rine hospital as follows: 

"Without consent of Nassau county board 
our promises preclude establishment there of 
yellow fever hospital as asked by Jackson 
ville committee. " 

The surgeon general has received the fol 
lowing dispatch from Dr. Ouiteras, who bos 
charge of Camp Perry: 

"One hundred and thirty-five at muster. 
Arrivals fifty, Will discharge twenty-two to- 
morrow. I understand by telegrams tn 
' ii luctors that I am to send discharged to 
FollurtOO, where they will buy tickets for 
WucnXI Will boon have people to dis- 
charge who have no means. What will they 
do when they get to Folkstonl*' , 

Will Close for Reorganization.

Thirteen Lives Reported to Have Been 
Lost In the Confusion Which Followed. 
Property Greatly Dnmnged — Sta Men 
Drowned In a Colorado Clnndbnrst. 
HotSprin«3, Ark., Sept 3.— A water- 
«pout has wrought ruin and desolation in the 
city of Hot Springs. The storm struck the 
town atxjut 11 o'clock Thursday night from 
a northwestwardly direction. It was ac- 
companied by a stiff cool wind, though not 
strong enough to produce damage. Rain 
full in torrents from 11 to 1 o'clock without 
intermission or cessatiou. Indeed, those 
who were up and witnessed the awful 
scene describe it as one never before seen 
by them. The vivid flashes of lightning 
displayed, us it were, groat sheets of falling 
water. 

At the close of the storm great and omi- 
nous sounds, mingled with shonts of people 
and cries of distress, went up from the val- 
ley, and such citizens as were in the vicinity 
of the creek and ravines went forth to ren- 
der assistance,. The flood on Central avenue, 
the principal thoroughfare, assumed the 
form of an angry river, whose rushing tide 
swept everything movable on its bosom. 
For over half an hour the avenue was trans- 
formed into a torrent fifty yards -vide. Bar- 
rels, boxes and parts of houses came down 
on the tide and were left strewn on the side- 
walks. Several large hotels were flooded to 
the depth of four feet with murky waters. 
Many buildings were totally wrecked. Six 
persons are known to be missing, five of 
whom have been found dead in wrecked 
buildings. The damage to property is esti- 
mated at jf 100,000. 

Desolation Heyond Description. 

Little Hock, Ark., Sept .1.— George W. 
Brown, of Lancaster, Pa., and C. H. Coo- 
lidge, of Cincinnati, visitors arrived here 
Friday evening from Hot Springs and say 
that the desolutiou is beyond description. 
They report thirteen people drowned. Nine 
bodies have been recovered and inquests have 
been held on four. The lost are mostly col- 
ored people. Owing to despair and confusion 
they could not learn tho names of the 
drowned or tho amount of damage done. 
Houses all along tbe central street are badly 
undermined, and those damaged will have to 
be rebuilt. Telegraph wires are closed and 
it is impossible to get further particulars. 

Waterspout In Kentucky. 

PlMMM0M| Ky., Sept I, — A water- 
spout burst Friday moruing along tho line of 
the Cincinnati & South eastern railway, be- 
tween this place and Hillsboro, six miles east 
of bore, washing out trestling, bridges and 
fills, causing the discontinuauue of trains and 
doing great damage to fencing. Probably 
the greatest money loss will fall on the to- 
bacco planters along the track of tho water, 
their crops all tieing washed up and ruined. 

A Colorado Cloudburst. 

Pt'Klilsi, C'oL, Sept 3. — Seven eoyvboys 
encamiied on BmSSJC creel;, just west of 
Pike's Peak, Tuesdiy night, were swept away 
by n cloudburst, and six ef them were 
drowned. Their bodies were scattered 
along the bad of the stream tniloj from the 
camp. 

NEWS FROM THE ISTHMUS. 

Tweuty-Two l'er<ous Killed by ImiII.ii*'. 
Other Notes. 
San Fkascisco, Sept ft— By the arrival 
of the steamer San Bluss, Panama 'lutes to 
August ilst were received to-day.

8TANIFORD IS INNOCENT. 



Saved By a Boy. 
Findlay, Ol, Sept ».— The morning pas- 
senger train on the Toledo, Columbus <& 
Southern railway, while crossing the Nickel- 
Plate road, six miles north of this city, 
broke in two on the down grade, with all the 
trainmen ou the forward section, which con- 
sisted of the engine and baggage car. A 
mad race Iretween the two sections then be- 
gan, and continued five miles, until at last a 
sixteen-year-old boy, by the name of Willie 
Brennaman, succeeded in getting the passen- 
ger coaches stopped just as a crash seemed 
inevitable. There were about forty passen- 
gers in the two coaches, many of them 
men, but none grasped the situation but the 
boy. 

Hnnse Demolished by a Freight Train. 

Chicago, Sept 8. — A train of freight cars 
on the Burlington road was backed off a 
switch at Mm Friday evening, demolishing 
the house of Mrs. Keller, No. 73 DeKoven 
street Martin Hogan, tbo engineer, oould 
not see the end of the switch und tbe cars 
dashedjinto tho little houses. Mrs. Keller with 
her son John, his wife and twocuildren were 
eating supper at tho time. All escaped iu- 
jury except Mrs. Keller, whose left arm was 
bruised The building is a total loss, the dam 
age reaching f 1,3000. Two express wagons 
standing beside the house worn also demol- 
ished. 

Found Murdered In lied. 
Lisbon, Dak., Sept 3. — Cburles Johnson 
was fouud doad in bed yesterday morning, 
with his skull split open, bis faco and bead 
terribly bruised, and the bed saturated with 
blood. Wednesday night some tramps broke 
Into his house and demanded alcohol, but 
failed to get any. It is supposed tbe same 
■wn made a second raid, and murdered the 
old man. He lived alone. 



*oe Lambert Confesses That He 
B. F. Walker at Loulsvilla. 

Louisv-iLLK, Ky., Sept a — When & F. 
Walker was killed Thursday night tho police 
and the paella thought that young Frank 
Btandiford, son of the late Dr. K D. Standi - 
ford, was the murderer. After tbe crime 
had been committed. Si and if or 1 and a man 
named Pattou were arrested, locked up m a 
cell, and the charge of murder placed 
site the former's name ou the Jail slate. 

It was 3:30 o'clock Friday morning before 
even the jail officials knew that young Stand- 
iford was innocent of the charge, for not 
until that hour was the real murderer found. 
It was Joe Lambert, an ex-fireman and 
formerly a member of the life savings crew, 
who did the shooting, and who when ar- 
rested confessed that he bad killed Walker. 
He was caught ut Fourth an 1 the river after 
8 o'clock in the morning, and when ques- 
tioned made the following statement: 

"When I heard the quarreling I came out 
of Mollie Snyder's house of l'1-fume aud saw 
Walker strike Emma Reed in tbe fac3. I re- 
monstrated with him, and h> began to call 
me hard names. When he started at ma 
with a spring-back knife to defend myself 
and save my life I drew my pistol and shot 
him. I did it in self-defense." 

When Frank Standiford was arrested he 
was intoxinated, and after being placed In 
a cell, he laid down and slept soundly. He 
would neither afHrm nor deny tho charge of 
murder, and as the real murderer 
known at the time, and as 
pointed strongly to the millionaire s son as 
the criminal, he was arrested, but it devel- 
oped later that he was innocent of the 
charge. 

In the morning at 10 o'clock Standiford 
were dismissed from custody upon motion of 
the prosecuting attorney. Coroner Miller 
held an inquest and gave in a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the above facta Lambert's 
plea will be self-defense. As no kuife such 
as he describes was fouud upon the body of 
the pleading is thought to be a weak one.

If the manufacturers decline to 
treat with the men an order will lie issued, 
tad the 7ft) cigar makers, bunchers, strip 
pers and pMkffl will simultaneously leave 
tlieir Cabin and refuse to return unless their 
rlaims are recognized.

JLntN«r I>:»y Saints Preparing to Emigrate 
to Mexico. 

New Youk, Sept. 3. — The Utah Mormons 
are looking to Mexico as a laml of refuge. 
They have already purchased 4,000,000 acrwr 
in the domain of the Zuni Indians, and have 
secured a government concession for the im- 
provement and working of about i0, 000,000 
acres of timU-r and mining land 

It is now understood in Ulah that the 
church 1* operating on a dednite plan to 
gradually remove all the fuithful to Mexico 
The all ■ittnetit of families who are to go is 
made at the president's house. The names of 
the male members of the church are thrown 
together in a box and then drawn out 
Every tenth Is marked for departure to 
Mexico, and after the drawing has taken 
place every tenth man is notified, and given 
a certain length of time in which to dispose 
of his worldly possessions and take bis de- 
parture. If he owns property he is required 
to sell it i ut at once. There is a pretty fair 
demand for property in Utah from the in- 
coming Gentile tide, and, as a rule, the 
properties are sold to Gentiles. If it is found 
Impossible, however, to unload in this way, 
the church orders an appraisal, and takes it 
off the man's hands, so that he can proceed 
to the new territory unhampered by any 
possession* In Utah. It is likely that several 
thousands of Mormons will leave the terri- 
tory this winter Many of them object to 
the (.migration, even after they have been 
drawn, but the order of the church U im- 
perative.

YIELDED TO fT, 



And la Now Studying Hta Father'* 

John Bulla Send* riim. War Vnaaela to 
Quelle tta a K« P ly to tti* Fresldent'a 
Meaaage— Other Foreign Nr\T« Notea. 

Losdon, Sept. 3. - An attache of the Ger- 
man nnhatery in London, in an interview re 
apecting the Emperor William's appoint- 
ment of Herr Von Bennigssn, the leader of 
the National Lilierai party, to bo governor 
of Hanovei, said the emperor has only taker 
a step wtaieh his father intended to take hat 
be lived a short time longer. The appoint 
meat waa agreed upon in a conference b*< 
tween the late Emperor Frederick, Princj 
Bismarck and the National Liberal lead*;\ 
held about two weeks previous to Freder- 
ick's death. 

Under the influence a' his masterful prime 
minister, William has gradually yielded to 
his mother's advice, and is now actually en- 
gaged in studying the governmental plans 
elaborated by his father previous to the let- 
ter's death. During the life time of Emperor 
Frederick the present emperor was undoubt 
edly on bad terms with his parents, but since 
his accession to the throne his demeanor to- 
wards his mother, both in public and pri- 
rate, has been all that could be wished. 

The question is whether Willia>n has suf- 
ficient force of character and conviction to 
resist the baneful pressure of the war party 
and the anti- Litieral sections, and adopt en- 
tirely the Litioral policy his father intended 
to pursue. The various changes in the Ger- 
man army, and the appointment of Herr 
Von Beunigf«n were undoubtedly part of 
the governmental program which the Em- 
peror Frederick intended carrying out 

The German emperor's speech on the occa- 
sion of the unveiling of the statue of his 
kinsman, Prince Frederick Charles, has been 
construed as portending a warlike policy, 
but it was without doubt made in the inter- 
est of peace. The slightest appearanoe of 
vacillation on the part of Germeny concern- 
ing Alsace Lorraine would quicken the re- 
vengeful dreams of France into dangerous 
activity. This time last year the Due 
D'Aumale expressed his confident expecta- 
tions that Gen. Boulanger would never rest 
until he had acquired the military dictator- 
ship of France, and that when acquired ha 
would use it for purposes of aggression 
across the frontier. 

It is true that in his recent performances 
be has failed. But it must be borne in mind 
that Louis Napoleon in the fortress of Ham 
had failed and lost prestige quite as conspic- 
uously as has Bmlanger and when he made 
his descent on Boulogne, accompanied by his 
tame eagle, was quite as ridiculous. It is 
possible, therefore that Gen. Boulanger may 
be oue day in a position to endanger the 
peace 'if Europe, and it is well that the 
French should know that they have nothing 
to hope for from the youth aud Inexperience 
of their imperial Mjfhbaff, 

Italy I'nred tu Atliicli %b.v»«lu la. 

London, Sept. 3.— Monsiguor Antonelli, 
who has resided for many years us the chief 
of the papal mansion at the court of the king 
of Shou, comprising the three most southerly 
states of Abyssinia, has returned to Kotue. 
In an interview with a correspondent at the 
Italian mpitol the prelate gave an acoouut 
the conditio!! of affairs in Abyssinia, show- 
ing that that country is impoverished and 
famine stricken to M extent almost incredi- 
ble. 

He strongly urges upon the Italian gov- 
ernment the desirubihty of taking advantage 
of the demoralization of Abyssnna by send 
ing thither a now and formidable expo. lition, 
and points out inumeruble ways in which 
prompt action in this respect would not only 
be protltubi>- to Italy, but extremely humane 
and otherwise beuellcial la civilization in its 
ultimate results. The government, it is
